Tex t of Company Letter

ers, dated July 6 and signed by 
William R. Brown, general mana­ 
ger, reads: 
“ I find it ex tremely difficult to 
write this letter to y ou for it is 
the test y ou will receive as em­ 
ploy es of the Crescent Machine 
Division. 
“ I regret that I must tell y ou 
that the Crescent Machine Division 
of Rockwell Manufacturing Co. has 
ceased operation in Leetonia. 
“The factory will close perm a­ 
nently and all production facilities 
will be moved to other locations 
as quickly as arrangements can 
be made. 
“ If y ou have tools or personal 
belongings in the plant, please re­ 
move them by July 10. The per­ 
sonnel office w'ill be open tem­ 
porarily to handle y our group in­ 
surance, , withholding tax forms, 
termination slips and similar pro­ 
blems. 
“We sincerely regret that the 
jobs and security of many inno­ 
cent people must be sacrificed be­ 
cause of the actions of a few ir­ 
responsible men who profess to 
speak for all of y ou.”

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Is The Assembly Inefficient? 
So metime, an Ohio General Assembly may 
co nv ene in January, o rganize itself under flaw­ 
less leadership, pass a list o f perfectly prepared 
bills o n which there are no differences o f o pinio n 
and adjo urn sine die by Easter. 
But since this co uld happen o nly if Ohio ans 
in general wanted it to happen, it isn’t likely 
to happen. Ohio ans in general use their state 
legislature as a battlegro und fo r settling their 
differences o f o pinio n, sharpening their axes 
and getting satisfactio n fo r their pet peev es. 
The sto o ging, lo bbying, co mpro mising, do uble- 
talking and fo o ling aro und which characterize 
legislativ e sessio ns in Co lumbus reflect pretty 
clearly what the co nstituents o f the legislato rs 
want them to do . 


Ev en the last-minute rush which ties ev ery­ 
thing in kno ts and makes it po ssible to slip 
thro ugh seme bad bills and get rid o f so me go o d 
o nes also is a pretty fair reflectio n o f what 
Ohio ans want their legislato rs to do . 
It is no w time fo r the lastrminute rush. So me 
pet peev es are abo ut to be satisfied, seme axes 
sharpened, so me differences o f o pinio n settled. 
As is custo mary, critics o f the General As­ 
sembly are adding to the excitement by scream­ 
ing, "Go ho me! Pass all the bills we are in 
fav o r o f, kick all the enemies o f the peo ple in 
the teeth and go ho me!’* 
The catch is, o f co urse, that the critics are m 
fav o r o f different bills and o ppo sed to different 
sets o f enemies. 
Here, fo r a change, is a kind wo rd fo r Ohio 
legislato rs. They’re a bunch o f pretty go o d peo ­ 
ple who do a pretty go o d jo b o f representing 
Ohio ans. And they sho uldn’t take it to heart when 
critics call them inefficient. 
The legislativ e pro cess, itself, is inefficient. 
A dictato rship wo uldn’t put up with it. Dictato rs 
wo uld hav e no patience with splitting the dif­ 
ference. With dictato rs, it’s all o r no thing. 
But the legislativ e pro cess do es keep represent­ 
ativ e demo cracy fro m go ing do wn the drain. 
Since that’s the main idea, co ngratulatio ns in­ 
stead o f criticism are in o rder as the 100th 
General Assembly turns into the stretch with 
its inefficiency cluttering behind it like a mis­ 
placed shirt-tail.

ed.

But such a v iew will not be 
shared either by Congress or by 
many citizens who will ask why 
the detectiv e stories of some other 
authors who hav e not become in­ 
v olv ed in .controv ersies ov er Com­ 
munistic connections 
cannot 
be 
found fo rthe ov erseas libraries— 
if, indeed, the law gov erning gov ­ 
ernment purchases does permit 
any detectiv e story books to be 
bought for those libraries. 
The statute would seem plainly 
to ex clude books of entertainment, 
confining the ov erseas libraries to 
books of information, but the Tru­ 
man 
administration 
didn’t 
pay 
much attention to the wording of 
such laws and it was the preced­ 
ing administration which put all 
the books now in controv ersy on 
the ov erseas shelv es. 
Mr. Hammett is a controv ersial 
figure. Not oÿ y did he refuse to 
answer questions put to him by 
the court but by a congressional 
committee which had asked him 
about his connection with a large 
number of Communist front or- 
| ganizations. 
Robert L. J ohnson, director of 
I the State Department’s informa- 
i tior program, told a press con- 


i ference six day s before the Pre- 
! sident’s meeting with the news­ 
men and the stories were widely 
published—that while he had not 
y et worked out a directiv e for 
the guidance of ov erseas libraries 
he didn’t himself fav or putting 
books 
on 
gov errment 
shelv es 
abroad by authors who had re­ 
fused to answer the questions of 
congressional c o m m i 11 ees by 
claiming immunity . 
The question is not whether Mr. 
Hammett's books should be put on 
the shelv es of libraries generally 
in the United States—they should 
of course be av ailable to those 
readers who wish to select any 
detectiv e stories they like. 
The real question is whether the 
gov ernment of the United States 
itself should giv e recognition or 
prestige to Mr. Hammett in com­ 
munistic circles abroad by putting 
his books in ov erseas libraries 
pa;d for by the American tax ­ 
pay er. 
Why , in these y ears of unbal­ 
anced budgets, did the Truman 
administration spend the tax pay ­ 
ers’ money to supply Europeans 
with detectiv e stores any way and 
why does the Eiserhower admin­ 
istration feel it has to stand back 
of such a policy now? 
As for the v oters of the United 
States, they would make 
short 
shrift of any candidate for Con­ 
gress who said during his cam­ 
paign that he approv ed of spend­ 
ing their money for detectiv e stor­ 
ies written either by Communists 
or non-Communists.

Ore o f my bo yho o d friends was 
reared in a ho useho ld where there 
was o nly o ne permissible po int o f 
v iew—Papa’s.

If he tangled 
twice o n the same issue, he did 
penance o n Papa’s terms. 
This idea o f abso lute despo tism 
had been bro ught her« fro m the 
o ld wo rld. Many papas bo rn and 
reared 
under 
despo tism perpe­ 
trated in America what they o r 
their parents had run away fro m 
ii. Euro pe. 
So me o f the papas were bene v o ­ 
le t deipo ts, until they were cro ss­ 
ed. That made them to lerable, aft­ 
er a fashio n. But as their children 
and their children’s children grew 
up — and as dictato rships came 
and went — Americans reso lv ed 
that despo tism sho uld nev er hap­ 
pen here. 
This is wo rth mentio ning in co n­ 
nectio n with what is being called 
a mystery by current co mmenta­ 
to rs who say they can’t under­ 
stand why so many Americans are 
getting jumpy o v er the po ssibility 
they may be caught thirking the 
wro ng idea. There is ev dence that 
o nly o ne idea is permissible any 
lo nger in circles where papa-ism 
is being practiced. 
That is the reaso n why things of 
seemingly slight co nsequence are 
being magnified by earnest Amer­ 
icans into burning issues. They are 
scared stiff lest a lack of eternal 
v igilance catch them napping. 
It is the reaso n why many Amer­ 
icans are no t being co mfo rted by 
so o thing assurances there is no th­ 
ing to be afraid o f; that Papa is, 
after all, a benev o lent despo t. They 
remember 
Red 
Riding 
Ho o d’s 
grandma. 
They kno w what happened when 
Papa assumed the right to dictate 
all tho ughts. Perhaps they grew 
up in o ne o f tho se grim ho use­ 
ho lds where despo tism was prac­ 
ticed in the family circle. 
They do n’t want it to happen to 
them as citizens o f the United 
States — no t after Musso lini, Hit­ 
ler, Stalin and that new Russian 
Papa Whatshisname. 
They do n’t kno w ho w to resist 
it v ery intelligently and they may 
be killing mice with sledgeham­ 
mers, but there is no thing wro ng 
with their intentio ns. 
No amo unt o f so o thing syrup will 
lull them to sleep in the face o f 
what they co nstrue as imminent 
danger o f tho ught co ntro l o n a na­ 
tio nal scale. 
Ev erything in their nature is 


warning them of a similarity with 
past struggles to keep people from 
do;"g their own thinking. 
They are not impressed with the 
well-meant reassurances that there 
is nothing to be afraid of. Neither 
are they impressed with fancy talk 
about the whole thing being the 
age-old battle between the intellec­ 
tuals and the know-nothings. 
They are impressed with this: 
that all of a sudden a fellow with 
an idea had better be careful who 
hears it lest he be beaten to death 
with it by someone imbued with 
papaism. 
That was the way the old world 
did it. 
There was only one permissible 
idea—the one Papa had. It has 
taken a couple of generations of 
public education, but that sy stem 
has been rejected. Those wonder­ 
ing why so many Americans are 
on their ear about signs that some 
v ariation of a fuehrer arrange­ 
ment might be fooled with in the 
U.S.A. had better look into t h e 
sociological origins of American 
freedom.

LET US co nsider these questio ns 
po int by po int: 
1—The 
neutralizatio n 
o f 
Ger­ 
many means that the manpo wer 
of Germany and her industrial ca­ 
pacity wo uld be at the dispo sal 
neither of NATO o r o f So v iet Rus­ 
sia. Germany is to be an ally 
neither of the United States nor 
of Sov iet Russia. 
Neutralizatio n is usually acco m­ 
panied by disarming, except fo r a 
mino r gendarmerie essential to 
maintain o rder. 
This was do ne by the P a r i s 
Treaty after Wo rld War I 
Ger­ 
many co untered by creating a gen­ 
darm erie o f o fficers who were pre­ 
pared to take co mmand o f a cit­ 
izen’s army when Der Tag came. 
That arm y was able to fight o n 
a multitude o f fro nts fo r six years. 
In effect, it is impo ssible to dis­ 
arm a peo ple who do no t cho o se to 
be disarmed. 


WHAT GUARANTEES can So ­ 
v iet Russia giv e that the Kremlin 
will no t arm a Co mmunist Peo ­ 
ple’s Army as was do ne in China 
between 1924 and 1949 when that 
army to o k o v er the who le co un­ 
try? 
Such an army could be disguised 
as a political party . 
Actually there can be no such 
guarantee, because 
internatio nal 
Co mmunism is a co nspirato rial ar­ 
rangement for which Russia, as a

state, rejects o r assumes respo n­ 
sibility at will. 
The ev idence in East Germany 
is that that area is being inte­ 
grated into the Russain empire. 
2—It is difficult to analyze what 
the British mean by special rela­ 
tio ns between Russia and the satel­ 
lites. 
The Lansing - Ishii Agreement 
between the U ited States and Ja­ 
pan reco gnized that pro pinquity 
justifies special priv ileges. 
This co ncept undo ubtedly pro ­ 
duced the Far Eastern Dhase o f 
Wo rld War II, which antedated the | 
Euro pean phase by eight years. 
Po land is no w a pro v ince o f Rus­ 
sia. 
Rumania,

Czecho slo v akia are mo v ing to ward 
the go al. 
East Germany is co nquered ter­ 
rito ry. China is co mpletely do mi­ 
nated by the Kremlin in the dip­ 
lo matic and eco no mic fields. 


WHAT OTHER special relatio ns 
wo uld the British include in this 
catego ry? 
3—The full reco gnitio n o f Co m­ 
munist China wo uld e~d fo rev er 
the mo ral autho rity o f the United 
Natio ns. 
Co mmunist China was the ag­ 
gresso r in the Ko rean War and 
sent a co nquérir g arm y into that 
territo ry to fight and defeat what 
are called the United 
Natio ns 
fo rces. 
Reco gnitio n o f Co mmunst Chinia 
wo uld mean that the autho rity o f 
the United Natio ns to maintain the 
peace has been successfully chal­ 
lenged. 
A precedent wo uld thus be set 


for other nations. It would be like 
the Japanese challenge 
of t h e 
League o f Natio ns o v er 
Manchuria 
and the 
Italian 
challenge 
ov er 
Ethio pia. 
Furthermo re, it wo uld inv olVe a 
betrayal by the 
United States of 
an ally, Natio na’ist China, who has 
stood the test o f time. 
No m atter ho w it 
is 
v iewed, 
Chiang Kai-shek did arrest the on­ 
ward march o f 
the 
Co mmunist 
ho rdes. They hav e no t succeeded in 
co nquering Malaya. Indo -China, or 
Thailand, all o f which were with­ 
in their reach at o ne time. 


THE MERE presence of a Na­ 
tio nalist go v ernment on Formosa 
fo rced upo n the Chinese Commu­ 
nists an unexpected preoccupation 
which slo wed their co nquests. 
The United States canno t desert 
Fo rmo sa wtho iut abando ning ev ­ 
ery co ntractual relatio nship among 
sta'es. Who trusts a fairweather 
friend? 
4—Ko rea is being abandoned. But 
for the no ble patrio tism of the old 
man, Syngman Rhee, the Eritish 
plan, on this point, would hav e 
been a co mp^e e success. 
He sto o d like Ho ratius at t h e 
bridge and we had to treat with 
him. Rhee will go do wn in histo ry 
as a no ble character in an ignoble 
age. 
Winsto n Churchill’s program is 
that o f a v ery tired man. May be 
all the wo rld is tired. May be ev ­ 
erybo dy is prepared 
to throw in 
the spo nge. 
Unless we are, Winsto n Church* 
ill’s pro gram o ught no t to be a 
guide fo r America. 


From Our Readers 
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More on Schools 
The News: 
We hav e recently 
read v ia "letters to the edito r" two 
div ersifying o pinio ns o n the feas­ 
ibility o f co nstructing a new High 
Scho o l in Salem. While many o f 
the statements made by this co l­ 
lege student are no do ubt co rrect, 
I feel h e.o r she is no t fully in­ 
fo rmed as to the faults in the ele­ 
mentary scho o l system, which I 
feel far o utweigh tho se o f the high 
scho o l. The graduating classes fo r 
the past sev eral years o f high 
scho o l hav e sho wn no appreciable 
increase co mparable in any way 
to the increased enro llment in the 
grade scho o ls. 
While this perso n decries the ef­ 
fect o f the cro wding co nditio ns o n 
the sensibilities o f the po o r high 
scho o l student, let him reflect o n 
tho se o f the six to ten year o lds 
who are shunted fro m scho o l to 
scho o l and transpo rted upto wn and 
cro ssto wn. 
I’ll wager this perso n attended 
elementary scho o l in the co mpara­ 
tiv e ease and co mfo rt o f the same 
scho o l fo r fiv e o r six years, and 
that scho o l being the o ne nearest 
his o r her ho me. No t so with to ­ 
day’s yo ungsters. Children within 
a few blo cks o f o ne scho o l are sent 
acro ss to wn to ano ther scho o l. Chil­ 
dren fro m that scho o l, in ’ so me 
cases are sent back to this same 
scho o l. 
If this perso n is a fair-minded 
o ne, and really interested in Sa­ 
lem’s scho o l pro blem, I wo uld like 
to inv ite them to v isit the elemen­ 
tary scho o ls next September o n o p­ 
ening day. If yo u like to see co n­ 
fusio n en masse, this is it. Ele­ 
mentary teachers are faced with 
the mo numental task o f pro v iding 
fo r an enro llment o f 9 0 to 100 first 
grade pupils with o nly ro o m fo r 
abo ut 50. Ev ery scho o l in Salem has 
at least two first grades with Buck­ 
eye o pening a third and the o v er­ 
flo w fro m all the o ther scho o ls 
must shift to Buckeye. Children in 
♦he same family must attend two 
o r three different schools. 


How can anyo ne think a high 
scho o l sho uld take precedence ov ­ 
er co nditio ns like these? Why make 
neuro tics o f o ur children before 
they reach a nice new high school? 
I wo nder if this person is also 
aware that the present high school 
is to be used as a J unior High 
upo n co nstructio n o f a new Senior 
High. Wo uld this person subject 
sev enth and eighth graders to the 
deplo rable co nditio ns they claim 
are existing there? 
Let us ease the worst situation 
first where it hurts the most. I 
am sure high scho o l students can 
be co unted o n to sho ulder the bur­ 
den far better than their smaller 
bro thers and sisters. 
Altho ugh I disagree with this 
perso n I think he o r she is to be 
co mmended fo r the interest shown 
in Salem’s 
scho o l 
pro blems. A 
great majo rity o f Salem’s citizens 
are either to o indifferent o r too ti­ 
mid to v o ice an o pinio n abo ut 
a 
scho o l system that is hopelessly 
muddled and gro ws mo re so y ear 
by year.

Modern municipal transportation being what 
it is, the job of popularizing it is certainly a 
salesmanship project v ia accepted adv ertising 
techniques, and we anticipate these subway 
slogans:

2—"How Are You Fix ed for Bandaids?" 
3—"Look S l u g g e d , Feel S l u g g e d , Be 
Slugged!" 
4—-“ It’s Smart to Be Battered." 
5—"Be Happy ; Go Sluggy !" 
6—"Ask for the King-size Mauling!" 
7—“ Why Kick? You’re Still Breathing." 


Selling a modern subway or bus sy stem at 
higher rates calls for men skilled in promo­ 
tion and able to sell hectic transportation just 
as cereals, cigarets and beer are sold. 
A crowded subway platform 
can 
be 
put 
across as giv ing y ou "that smart big-city look" 
and as being something that "dev elops stay ing 
power and keeps y ou fit for tffe battle of life." 
Americans are pushov ers for adv ertising rou­ 
tines, and we await the deluge. "Take the Times 
Square Thirty -Day Test." "Trav el the T o k e n 
Trail." "Ask for Tokens in the Large Economy ­ 
sized Package." "The Slug That Satisfied." 
Why not a subway jingle: 
Fiv e full tokens, that’s a lot; 
Happiness through ev ery slot; 
Make the turnstile juqebox play t 
"Ov er the hills and far away !" 


We can ev en see the TV commercials. With 
Red Barber say ing between baseball innings, 
"Yes, there's plenty of ex citement out here to­ 
day . But don’t forget y ou, too, can get ex cite­ 
ment by trav eling to and from the games by 
subway s. Try the Eight Av enue for flav or and 
mildness." 
Or a screen appearance by Betty Furness 
standing beside a subway car 
and 
say ing, 
"Note the four ex clusiv e features of this car; 
(1) The strap with aspirin tablet attached. 
(2) The adhesiv e tape 
container ov er 
ev ery 
door. (3) The button which, 
when 
pressed, 
giv es y ou twenty ready hints for self-defense. 
(4) The charming gadget which, attached to 
the wrist of any passenger, rings a gong when 
the count has reached sev en, giv ing him or her 
time to get up before the technical knockout." 
(And, of course, the fellow who say s, "One 
hundred doctors hav e been ex amining subway 
riders for six months and hav e not found one 
suffering from any thing so triv ial as throat- 
scratch.") 


Sov iet Russia has sold the fifty -sev en room 
palatial G. D. Pratt estate at Glen Cov e, L.I., 
which it has used for sev en y ears or so as 
a recreation center for Sov iet notables.

And Patton was all man, one 
who might mu ff a play bu t never 
lost a ball game. The errors he 
made were made while he was on 
his feet — trying to win. Defeat 
never was in his mind. He cou ld 
conceive of nothing bu t victory. 
The conqu est of Sicily was su ­ 
perbly execu ted in 38 days by Gen. 
eral Patton’s Seventh Army and 
Field Marshal Montgomery’s Bri­ 
tish Eighth Army. It was the first 
campaign by Americans organized 
a. an Army—we had only a crops 
in Tu nisia—and they never lost 
the taste of su ccess gained there, 
or forgot the lessons learned. The 
overall price was cheap. 
To me Sicily will always be “The 
Island of the Singing Names” . . . 
Palermo, Licata, Agrigento, Ter­ 
mini, Troina, Randazzo, Messina. 
They ring in my mind yet lik e the 
distant sou nds of bells complaining 
at twilight. 
i 


I lik e to look back at Sicily, too, 
becau se it was there I got to k now 
well three men I hold, for their 
special qu alities, a lifelong re­ 
spect: General Patton, for stu b­ 
born cou rage; General Bradley, 
for Gibraltar integrity; Ernie Pyle, 
for hu man u nderstanding. 
I remember, as we sailed toward 
Sicily, the brief ceremony at which 
Patton’s Seventh Army flag— his 
first—was u nfu rled, and the fire 
of pride in his eyes. It was to him 
not a ship deck he stood u pon bu t 
a peak of glory. 
I remember later, visiting him 
ashore, and finding him in a tower­ 
ing rage. He held u p an Army 
poster, showing a soldier with an 
intrenching tool, that warned in 
big letters: “Dig or die.** 
•T hat is the way to get soldiers 
k illed,” Patton cried angrily, in 
his high shrill voice. “Once they 
dig in they freeze—and then you 
have to go u p and k ick them ou t 
of their foxholes to get them mov­ 
ing again.** 
Patton always held an Army su f­ 
fers fewer casu alties rolling for­ 
ward in attack than if it halts and 
digs in. 
I never saw “Geò rgie” Patton 
slap anybody, bu t in a hospital in 
Palermo I saw him honor a you ng 
medic who had severed his own 
shattered arm, and then crawled 
on to rescu e 
another 
wou nded 
soldier. 
“I have pinned medals on many 
brave men,* Patton told the boy, 
“bu t none braver than you .’* 
Then, close to tears, he wheeled 
and stomped ou t. Geò rgie was a 
real sentimentalist abou t men hu rt 
u nder his command. In Tu nisia he 
wept openly at the news of the 
death in combat of his you ng aide. 
On the morning of Au g. 17, I 
walk ed with an infantry patrol into 
Messini, the end of the line in 
Sicily. 
Montgomery’s crestfallen 
tank ers rolled in two hou rs later 
amid Yank cries of: 
“Where you tou rists been?* 
General Patton rode in himself 
soon after. German gu nners, firirg 
from across the Messina straits, 
tried to destroy his motorcade bu t 
didn’t u pset Patton. He was still 
grinning when he rode back ou t of 
town. All along he had been racing 
to beat Montgomery into Messina, 
and was prou d his troops had 
reached there first—and on foot, 
at that.

Call Doctor If Symptoms Suggest Polio 


The fear of polio often becomes 
so great that parents often mistak ­ 
enly feel that any illness in a child 
is lik ely to be that dread disease. 
Althou gh they are u su ally wrong, 
one shou ld be alert to the danger 
and shou ld not 
ignore any su s­ 
piciou s 
symp­ 
toms. 
The 
f i r s t 
symptoms 
of 
polio may

other infections. 
Consequ ently, it 
is dou bly nece­ 
ssary to m a k e 
Dr. J ordan 
su re that polio 
is not the cau s» 
The beginning signs of polio are 
lik ely to last for a few hou rs or for 
three or fou r days. A low fever is 
common. 
The victim may complain of feel­ 
ing dizzy, slight mu scu lar twitch­ 
ing are common and the child may 
seem u nu su ally irritable. A slight 
stiffness of the neck is particu larly 
significant. 
However, parents shou ld be care­ 
fu l not to call too mu ch attention 
to the possibility of stiffness of the 
neck becau se this might cau se a 
su ggestible child to complain of 
something which 
is 
not 
really 
there. 
As time goes on, stiffness be­ 
comes worse in the neck and in 
the back . The sk in is lik ely to be 
sore and tender. 
The mu scle weak ness or paraly­ 
sis u su ally does not show u p for 
several dyas. 
Most of these first symptoms 
may be present in an ordinary cold 
or some other minor illness. 
At times when polio is common, 
however, they shou ld be considered 
seriou sly and the attendance of a 
physician shou ld be obtained and 
the progress carefu lly watched. 
Even the physician, however, 
may have difficu lty in mak ing a 
diagnosis at first. Until a few days 
have passed it may be hard to tell 
polio from a less seriou s condition. 


Also some persons show the early 
symptoms withou t ever developing 
paralysis. 
Probably 
some of these are 
cau sed ’by the same tiny viru s 
which produ ces polio, bu t which 
ju st does not attack the nervou s 
system and cau se paralysis. 
There are good reasons for be­ 
lieving that many people become 
infected with the polio viru s and 
never k now it. 
Probably this Is the reason so 
many of u s seem to have bu ilt u p 
a resistance.
